When he visited the class the 
chalk board was covered with the 
message, “Welcome Back Pop- 
corn,”. 

Cole told the students that his 
mission was not “crawling in the 


sand,” but rather working on the air- 
planes that dropped bombs on the 
enemy 

“We had 427 successful combat 
missions, and not one plane was 
lost,” he said. “Some of the planes 
were shot full of holes, but we could 
fix that.” 

Cole stressed how important it 
was to the soldier to receive mail 
from back home 

“Getting mail was like playing 
sports to you,” Cole said to a young 
man who said athletics were the 
most enjoyable thing in his life. Cole 
could have made that comparison 
well, having excelled in sports him- 
self while in school in Elba. He is 
probably best remembered for his 
performance on the © basketball 
courts. 

"Getting mail motivated us. We 
would read it over and over and 
over. It let us know that this wasn't 
like Vietnam. The people at home 
cared about us. 

“T can't even begin to explain how 
good it made us feel to get mail be- 
cause we'd only get it maybe once a 
month. In the Marine Corps, they 
say that mail makes you soft. Well, 
I'll just have to be soft.” 

However getting soft is not part 
of Cole's life style. He commented 
this week that he consistently 
records the maximum score on Ma- 
rine Corp physical training tests.

“The most important thing | can 
tell you right now,” said Myrna 
Rhoades, “is that adoptions in Ala 
bama is a corrupt business!** These 
were the first words DHR_ board 
members heard in last Thursday's 
board meeting in Enterprise 

Mrs. Rhoades SUPervises the 
DHR's adoption program in Coffee 
County. She stated that she is new to 
the job and is still in a learning 
Stage, bul she has already conceded 
that it is a big job 

The primary concern of the DHR 
at present is the fact that it does not 
eel very many babies lo place for 
adoption 

Babies are being adopted in Ala 
bama, Mrs, Rhoades stated, but it is 
being done primarily through private 
adoptions arranged by lawyers and 
or doctors. The DHR's concern is 
these type adoptions is that they 
not “guarantee” that the child will bc 
placed in the most appropriate se! 
ting 

Private adoptions, according 
Ron Smith, director of the CCDHR 
are being discouraged because 
deparument wants these childre: 
placed through licensed child 


placing agencies or the DHR. 

Fred Donaldson, chairman of the 
board, commented that doctors and 
lawyers are motivated to become in 
volved in adoptions for personal fi- 
nancial gain, 

The DHR, when placing children 
for adoption, does an in depth study 
of both the child and its parents as 
well as those couples wishing 
adopt children

I do not wish any harm to anyone, 
However, the reason for laws is to 
punish violators and to discourage 
people from committing criminal 
acts. When self confessed criminals 
can be free in the community wait- 


ing an appeal, then the purpose of

Bollweevil Eradication Successful In South Alabama 


_Dan J. Presley - County Agent Coordinator 


BOLL WEEVIL ERADICATION 
SUCCESSFUL IN SOUTH ALA- 
BAMA 

I was talking with Ron Smith, an 
Extension Entomologist at Auburn 
University, and this is what he had to 
say about Boll Weevil Eradication. 
“The Boll Weevil Eradication Pro- 
gram is so successful that it’s spark- 
ing renewed interest in South Ala- 
bama cotton farming. 

“Phe boll weevil’s entry into 
South Alabama in the early 1900's 
shifted the bulk of cotton farming to 
North Alabama. However, since the 
boll weevil eradication program was 
introduced in South Alabama, wee 
vil numbers in the region have 
dropped to the lowest level in more 
than 80 years. Eighty-five percent of 
the counties surveyed showed no 
signs of weevils. In the remaining 15 
percent, weevil numbers were so low 
farmers only were able to detect 
them with boll weevil traps. 

“Without the weevil, South Ala 
bama's climate is ideal for growing 
cotton. Drought in the west, coupled 
with increased world demand for 
colton, is prompting many producers 
to expand South Alabama cotton 
acreage.”

Poultry is vital to Coffee County's 
economy (70 million dollars) - but 
what's to be done with the millioris 
of tons of broiler litter generated 
from poultry farming each year? 

Studies are underway to find out 
how broiler litter can be used pro- 
ductively without harming the envi- 
ronment. 

Research by the Alabama Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station shows 
broiler litter useful as compost for 
vegetable and horticultural crops. 

Auburn Extension Agronomist 
Charles Mitchell says litter is worth 
about $33 a ton as fertilizer. Mitchell 
says there is enough litter in Ala- 
bama to fertilize all the state's row 
crops, with enough left over to ferti- 
lize an additional 130 thousand acres 
Ol pasture crops. 

Research also shows that litter 
can be converted to livestock feed. 
B.G. Ruffin, an Extension Animal 
Scientist at Auburn University, says 
litter has an energy value of $85 to 
$100 a ton when fed to livestock. 

About 1.6 million tons of litter 
are generated each year by Ala-

They stated that after the heavy 
rainfall over the weekend, Byrd Mill 
Road was impassable and that a farm 
tractor was the only means by which 
the dirt road could be traveled 

Mayor Jim Driskell related to the 
residents that they, the councilmen, 
were well aware of the problems on 
Byrd Mill Road and explained to the 
group steps that have been taken by 
the city to improve the road. 


The Coffee County Highway De 
partment, prior to the flood in March 
of 1990, had agreed to assist the city 
in making Byrd Mill Road an “all 
weather road". He stated to the 
group that the flood had caused the 
project to be set aside because 
county roads had suffered extensive 
damage during the flood. Naturally, 
county crews’ first priority is to the 
repair of these flood damaged roads, 
Byrd Mill Road is a city street and is 
the city's responsibility. 

The residents were understanding 
in the problems facing the county 
and the city fathers but they ex- 
pressed their concern for the safety 
of the residents traveling the road. 
They asked if temporary measures 
could be taken to make the road 
"safe" until the project could be un- 
dertaken by the county. 

Mayor Driskell informed the citi- 
zens that the city had $1,500 in the 
street fund and that the city would 
do what it could to "fix" the road. 

Councilman Ladon Smith was to 
immediately (Tuesday morning) get 
with the county engineer, Mark 


Pool, and coordinate the "temporary 
fix’ 

The group's last words were that 
they were not concerned with the 
‘peautification” of the road, but 
“safety” for those who have to travel 


Byrd Mill Road is located south 
of U.S. Highway 84E in New Brock- 
ton. It makes a loop from U.S. 84E 
in the vicinity of the Farm Center 
back to Highway 84E near the Jeho- 
viah's Wittness Kingdom Hall, The 
road has been the topic of conversa- 
tion in several previous New Brock- 
ton City Council meetings. 

Earlier, the city fathers address 
several other items of business on 
the meeting's agenda, 

The council agreed to once again 
use the Alabama League of Munici- 
palities as as the city's insurance car- 
rier, City Clerk Linda Dillow in- 
formed the council that this year's 


premium would be $19,283.00 and |

Mrs. Dillow stated that all city de-

In another matter, the council ex- 
cepted the bid of $5,172.22 from Je- 
rome Blackmon to enclose the stor- 
age area located on the southside of 
city hall. The city will purchase all 
the materials required to complete 
the job and Blackmon will provide 
the labor. The facility will be used to 
house city equipment. 

Other items of business included 
the following: 

***Voted to hold the next council 
meeting on Thursday, May 23rd, 
instead of Monday, May 2\st. 
The city's auditors will make their 
report to the council at this meet- 
ing. 

***Voted to apply for a Community 
Development Block Grant for 
housing renovation with in the 
city. The grant will be a cost 
share project with owners of 
homes qualifying under the provi- 
sions of the grant. 

***Instructed the city clerk that ad- 
vertisement for a street worker be 
placed in the local papers.

The Elba General Hospital 
changed management three months 
ago, with the City of Elba officially 
resuming operation of the facility 
from National Health Care which 
had operated the facility under a 
lease arrangemenm it for several 
years 

Next week is National Hospital 
Week. Administrator Ellen Peterson 
took this opportunity to reflect on 
the hospital and share with the local 
community some of the enthusiasm 
of the hospital staff 

Peterson pointed out in her inter 
view this week that the hospital is a 
non-profit facility and as such isn't 
designed to make a profit. “We do 
have to make enough money over 


operating expenses to pay for new 
and updated equipment.” she ex- 
plained. The administrator continued 
with, “State and federal agencies set 
guidelines on the level of care we 
must give to all patients and to do 
this we must often upgrade our 
equipment and facilities,” 

She was very upbeat over the pos- 
itive reaction of the local people 
since the change-over. Daily visits to 
the rooms of the hospital patients 
have shown Mrs. Peterson that the 
people of the Elba area appreciate 
the friendly, professional service 
they are receiving from the hospital 
Staff 

“The hospital and nursing home 
have managed to operate the first 
three months without outside finan 
cial help” said the administrator with 


a smile. She continued, "We have 
had to watch our spending, but have 
been able to purchase some needed 
lab equipment and still pay our 
monthly bills on time and meet the 
payroll”. 

Securing one or more additional 
doctors is a prime objective of the 
hospital authority and employees. 
Mrs. Peterson is optimistic that one 
or two of the three doctors presenuy 
being recruited will decide to prac- 
tice in Elha. 

“We have had three very quali- 
fied doctors visit Elba, meet with the 
two local doctors and tour the hospi- 
tal facilities”, is Peterson's report. 
While she admitted that none have 
signed agreements to move to Elba, 
she is confident at least one will do

AMOUNT OF MISSING FUNDS STILL UNKNOWN 


Ammons case bound over to grand jury

Last Wednesday evening, May 1, 
1991, the case involving Mrs. Mari- 
lyn B. Ammons and alleged missing 
county funds was bound over to a 
Coffee County grand jury. The next 
grand jury (Elba Division) is sched- 
uled to convene on May 20, 1991 in 
Elba. 

District Judge Tom Head in- 
formed members of the news media 
present in the courtroom last 
Wednesday that at the request of 
Mrs. Ammons’ attorney, Merrill 
Shirley, a preliminary hearing before 
him in District Court had been 
waived, 

Mrs. Ammons was arrested on 
October 25, 1991 and charged with 
theft of property in the first-degree 
when it was discovered that an unde- 
termined amount in county funds 
was missing. 

She had been employed several 
years as a clerk in the Coffee County 
Commission's office in Elba. 

State auditors were immediately 


called in last October and have been 


auditing all of the county's funds to 
determine the exact amount missing. 
The audit was completed at the end 
of April and a formal report is ex- 
pected in the very near future from 
the Alabama Department of Examin- 
ers of Public Accounts. 

In January of this year, the Coftee 
County Commission took civil ac- 
tion against Mrs. Ammons in an at- 
tempt to freeze her assets unul action 
could be taken in the criminal case 
now pending. 

The civil complaint lodged 
against Mrs. Ammons claimed that 
she owed the county an amount in 
excess of $125,000. 


Should Mrs. Ammons be indicted 
by the grand jury - tried and found 
guilty in the criminal circuit court - 
she could face up to 20 years impris- 
onment and a fine of up to $10,000. 

Mrs. Ammons is presently free on 
a $20,000 bond. 

Mrs. Ammons’ husband, Buddy 


Ammons who was Chief Deputy 
Sheriff with the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department, was terminated 
from the sheriff's department shortly 
after Mrs. Ammons’ arrest. No crimi- 
nal charges have not been filed 
against him in connection with the 
missing county funds.
